Meet  with  the  State/Local/Tribal  representatives  at  the  Command  Center 
Hold  a press  availability  at  some  juncture 

Travel  late  that  afternoon  to  Farmington,  NM  and  overnight. 

Visit  the  satellite  Unified  Command  center  in  New  Mexico  - get  a briefing  there  (need  to 
figure  out  who  does  that) 

Meet  with  the  NM  Congressional  Delegation 
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Meet  with  State/Local/Tribal  representatives  and/or  set  up  a separate  meeting  with  the 
Navajo 

Hold  a press  availability  at  some  juncture 


We  need  your  help  fleshing  out  these  concepts.  Do  not  share  widely  - since  this  travel  has 
not  been  confirmed.  We  will  need  appropriate  prep  or  briefing  materials  for  these  possible 
interactions  - situational  updates,  an  update  on  what  we  have  “stood”  up  in  the  Unified 
Command,  what  services  we  are  providing  - from  water  to  assisting  with  claims,  basic  stats 
on  our  response  - staffing,  etc.,  a break-out  as  to  who  is  represented  within  the  Incident 
Command  structure  (state  partners,  federal  partners,  tribes,  local,  etc.),  thoughts  and 
approaches  for  downriver  - what  is  in  place  for  addressing  concerns  associated  with  Lake 
Powell,  for  example.
